The lire, which started at the corner 
of Lee and Munroe streets, was beyond 
control at 3:55 p.m. The St. James ho- 
tel has been destroyed. The Windsor 
hotel, one of the largest in the city, is 
burning and cannot bo saved. Thu 
Catholic church, in the immediate vicin- 
ity, is also on lire. The lire covers an 
area of 2~< blocks. Ten blocks in what is 
known as the Turpentine district aro 
completely devastated. This is the dis- 
trict along tlic St. John river. Chief 
Henri, of the lire department, became in- 
sane and had to be taken in charge. Ho 
was removed to his home under a guard 
at -1 o'clock. The telegraph olliee has 
not yet been destroyed, und it is be- 
lieved that it will be saved. All the op- 
erators were driven out by heat. The 
lire started in a furniture factory at the 
corner of Lee and Munroe streets. 

LATER. — The St. James and Windsor 
hotels have been destroyed. Sparks 
have fired houses at a distance of a quar- 
ter of a mile.

Before the Danube sailed from Skng- 
way on Monday news was received there 
that the Yukon river ice hail broken in 
many places. There was clear water for 
a stretch of three miles in the rapids 
below White Horse, for live miles below 
Five Fingers, from Lower Labarge to 
1 lootaliinpta, and for three miles below 
the mouth of the Stewart. Despatches 
received from Dawson reported also that 
the ice was breaking up there. Thus 
the river is now open in many places, 
and as it was quite soft elsewhere, tra- 
vel was all but suspended. It was ex- 
pected that navigation would open very 
shortly and the transportation com- 
panies were rapidly preparing. The W. 
I'. & V. railway had three hundred men 
at work on their steamers, which wen; 
all but finished. The machinery had 
been placed in one and the cabin lit I tags 
were all but complete -the painters be- 
ing at work. The how of the Sybil had 
been extended 10 feet and a new boiler 
has been placed in her, and also one in 
the Vukoner. The lirst steamer to reach 
Dawson last year from White Horse ar- 
rived on May 17. 

That travel is getting dangerous on 
the river is shown from the fact that 
Sawver lost a team at Five Fingers 
through the ice, ami had a narrow escape 
from losing bis own life. From Dawson 

news was ri ived of a rich strike on 

Fourth of July creek. l'J miles below 
Eagle. There had been a big stampede 
from Dawson. 

Fred. Stotko, secretary of the Cllllkoct 
Railway Co., was killed at Dyea on 
April lit. hy the collapse of a dock, 
which fell on him. 

Details were received Oi' the fire which 
occurred at Dawson on April 'Jo, involv- 
ing a loss of $30,000.

The vessel was report- 
ed by the 1 fidians to be a 'wooden one, 
with three masts, but one of which was 
standing. The highly imaginative Van- 
couver correspondent in telegraphing the 
news of the wreck to Coast papers has 
said that it is thought that the wreck 
is that of the Atidruda, which is hardly 
likely te be a fact, for the missing ves- 
sel, which has not been heard of since 
she was off tin- Columbia .-iver on De- 
cember 1L', was an iron ship and not a 
wooilen, ami she had four masts, and 
not three, as this wreck is reported to 
have. The only three-masters known to 
be missing in these waters within the 

one, the Colusa, being abandoned near 
Sitka, and the other, the American Girl, 
was never heard of after leaving Saa 
Francis, o for Fort Hadloek.

THE LOAN BILL. 

The debate upon the second reading ot 
the Loan bill lias gone over until Mon- 
day, when, we suppose, its several fea- 
tures will be fully ventilated. Mean- 
while there is some criticism because it 
is proposed to place part of the loan in 
the province. The explanation offered 
by the Finance Minister on this point 
ought to be satisfactory. It ia nut pro- 
posed to go into the money market at 
the present time and ask for a large 
sum of money. No argument is neces- 
sary to show the most casual observer 
that the present is not an auspicious 
time for British Columbia to go into the 
London market for money. This is 
one reason why the payment of sub- 
sidies under the act has been postponed. 
It is not necessary to say anything more 
Oil this point, because the facts as to 
the conditions surrounding borrowing by 
this province at the present time arc' 
common property, and the wisdom of 
keeping our bunds at home until a more 
favorable season is recognized by every 
one. But the government proposes to 
build the bridge over the Eraser at New 
Westminster at an earlier day than it 
might be expedient to attempt the nota- 
tion of the whole loan, and for this 
reason power is asked under the bill la 
borrow half a million in this province. 
But money cannot be procured in Brit- 
ish Columbia for 3Vi per cent., and there- 
fore the house is asked to consent to a 
portion of the loan, that ia half a mil- 
lion dollars, which may be placed in this 
province, mas- bear -l'-j per cent, inter- 
est. The Times somewhat ironically 
says that this mn> be a g I advertise- 
ment for the 'province, but we arc paying 

too much for it. We d it look at it 

as an advertisement at all, but only a 
wise business precaution. ll is quite 
true, as Mr. Turner said, that il would 
be a good thing to show that local cap- 
italists would Lake up the loan, but this 
is not the intention of the proposed 
amendment to the bill. When Mr. Cur- 
tis asked who would take up the horn 
here, and at u iial price, he could hardly 
have been serious, for no govoriiineiil 
could say in advance of receiving au- 
thority to borrow money, who is going 
to loan il. This must be li ft to the dis- 
cretion of the government, just as every 
other loan is. 1 1 I lie loan is sold at too 
low a ligure, the house will know In.n 
to deal with those who are responsible. 
There is no other way of dealing with it, 
for it is manifestly oul ol the ijuestiou 
to ndvertise for bids and then call the 
house together lo say which shall he ac- 
cepted. The gov crimienl must be t rust- 
ed to handle this loan jiist as il is to 
handle any < t her. 1 1 musl make the 
best bargain it can, and 
very sine thai it will inaki 
So far us the higher interest is 
concerned, we think no one will suggest 
that money can be borrowed locally, 
even on g.iverntn. 111 bonds, as cheaplj as 
in Great Hril .on. l-'our and a hail pi i 
cent, is a low rate for Illone\ in this 
province. No one can foresee just what 
the condition of the money market will 
lie when the money is wanted for tlir 
Eraser bridge, but it is quite possible 
that it may In- so unfavorable that a 
ti\Si per cent, loan placed in London then 
would be more costly than one placed at 
4% per cent. lu re. This is a simple mat- 
ter of business, which the house must 
leave in the hand - of the government. 



Mr. Helmckcu made a very good point 
on the secoud reading of tile Fisheries 
bill, when he drew attention to the fact 
that the Terms of Union require the Do- 
minion to assume the cost of the protec- 
tion and conservation of our fisheries in 
this province. There is nothing in the 
Terms to provide for the handing over 
of our fisheries to the Dominion, but only 
an agreement uii the part of the latter 
to lake care of them. So far as any- 
thing ia the law is concerned, the tille 
to the fisheries remains in the province 
as fully as it did before Confederation. 
The duty of the Dominion government is 
to protect the fisheries and to preserve 
the fisheries, but the fact that it is 
charged with this obligation does not de- 
prive the province of its title tQ them. 
As Mr. Helinckeu said, the unwilling- 
ness of the Dominion to protect our lish- 
eries from extinction is not a reason why 
the province should stand by and allow 
then] to become extinct. 

This is really a very valuable consid- 
eration in the event of any question be- 
ing raised as to the constitutionality of 
the bill passed by the legislature. In the 
discussions upon the Canada Temper- 
ance Act and the License Act of Uu- 
tario, the Judicial Committee of th« 
1'rivy Council recognized that the Do- 
minion and the provinces might both 
have jurisdiction over certain subjects, 
and that these jurisdictions run along 
side by side, so to speak, and t-o close ut 
times that it is not always possible to 
distinguish between them. Much de- 
pends upon the exercise by either the 
federal or provincial legislatures of au- 
thority to deal with such matters, and 
it is not always to be taken for grained 
that paramount authority is vested at 
Ottawa. It may be that in some in- 
stances the fact that the province has 
legislated upou a question of this nature 
will oust the Dominion from jurisdic- 
tion and vice versa. The bill passed yes- 
terday Is drawn so as to avoid any con- 
llict between the two legislative author- 
ities, for it expressly states that its oper- 
ation is confined only to such matters as 
are within the jurisdiction of the prov- 
ince, but we are very much inclined tu 
think that the measure is fully within 
the power of the local house. It certain- 
ly is a very useful measure, and will un- 
doubtedly give a very great deal of sat- 
isfaction. It is not intended to, nor does 
it, raise any controversy between Vic- 
toria and Ottawa.

ing being subsequently built within that 
distance, such magazines be rendered 
absolutely sale by natural mountains or 
hills, or by artificial mounds of suffi- 
cient height and thickness intervening 
between such magazines and any such 
inhabited house, and also except where 
otherwise authorized by the Lieutenant- 
( Jovernor in council. 

Section fi of said act is amended by 
adding at the end thereof: "and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council may from 
time to time grant such special licenses 
for tin- erection and maintenance of 
powder magazines otherwise prohibited 
by this act. tit such places within said 
limits and upon such conditions as shall 
appear expedient." 

The committee rose and reported prog- 
ress, wit h leave to sit again. 

THE FISHERIES HILL. 

Mr. [Ielmcken, resuming the debate on 
the second reading of tiie Fisheries bill, 
said hi' agreed with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that there was no intention that 
the bill should conflict with the Domin- 
ion authority; it was onlv intended to 
secure to tie'' province tbe'greatcsl poss- 
ible benefits from this great industry.
